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I.  MATTHEW  WING,  who  is  the  earliest  known  ancestor  of  our 
Wing  Family,  was  born  about  1555;  he  was  buried  Oct.  19, 1614 
in  the  old  St. Mary's  Churchyard,  Banbury,  Oxfordshire, 
England,  where  his  wife  Mary  had  been  buried  July  13,  1613. 
Some  have  said  the  name  Wing  is  of  Danish  origin;  some,  of 
Norman  origin.  But  as  lone  Wing  Yank  explained  to  her  Chin¬ 
ese  grocer  who  questioned  such  a  Chinese- sounding  name: 
There  are  names  taken  from  things  such  as  Bird,  Stone-Why 
not  from  parts  of  an  animal-Foote  and  Wing? 

(The  Wing  Family  of  America,  Inc.,  which  was  organized 
in  1902--having  begun  family  reunions  in  1882,  held  now  at 
Sandwich,  Mass. — adopted  as  its  symbol  the  coat-of-arms 
of  a  Sir  Theodore  Wing  who  was  a  Warden  of  King  Henry  VII  X 
in  1450;  but  our  American  Wings  cannot  trace  descent  from 
his  family.  Genealogists  of  this  organization,  however,  have 
published  much  information  in  The  Owl  and  The  Annals  of 
The  Wing  Family.  It  is  a  rallying  focus  for  Wings.) 

Matthew  Wing  was  a  tailor-  in  the  days  of  puffs  and 
ruffs-  and  was  able  to  give  the  sixth  of  his  ten  children, JOHN, 
our  next  in  line,  a  college  education  at  Oxford.  Matthew 
was  a  good  member  of  the  Church  of  England. 


IL  REV.  JOHN  WING  was  christened  at  Banbury,  Eng.,  Jan.  12 
1584,  and  died  in  London  in  1630.  In  1599  he  entered  Queens 
College,  Oxford  University,  and  four  years  later  received 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  He  then  became  a  clergyman  in 
the  Established  Church:  first  probably  in  Hampshire,  then 
at  Yarmouth  in  Norfolk,  and  later  at  Sandwich  in  Kent;  but 
there  he  was  ejected  because  of  non-conformity  and  went  to 
Holland  and  became  the  pastor  cfithe  "renewed"  English  church 
Flushing  (1620-27),  and  also  p  reached  at  the  Hague.  Several 
of  his  sermons  were  printed;  he  translated  the  catechism  into 
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Dutch.  While  preparing  to  take  his  family  to  America  he 
died.  He  had  married,  about  1610,  DEBORAH  BACHILERp 
who  was  born  in  1592  in  Wherwell,  Hampshire,  England, 
and  died  in  Plymouth  Colony,  America  ,  possibly  being  the 
"Old  Goody  Wing"  who  died  at  Yarmouth  in  January,  1692..  ' 
She  was  the  daughter  of  REV,  STEPHEN  BACHIL.ERS  who, 
says  M.  R,  Bangs,  was  for  20  years  "a  stormy  petrel  among 
the  clergy  of  New  England"  because  "his  flavor  of  liberalism 
did  not  please  the  elders".  He  was  born  in  1561  and  died  in 
1660  in  England. He  was  matriculated  at  St.  Johns  College, 
Oxford,  in  1581,  and  was  vicar  of  the  Church  of  England  at 
Wherwell  until  1605,  after  which  he  preached  to  Puritan 
congregations.  His  daughter  Deborah  Wing  and  her  sons 
Carrie  with  him  to  America  in  1632,  in  the  Ship  William 
and  Francis;  also  with  him  were  his  daughter  Theodate  and 
her  husband  Christopher  Hussey  and  children,  and  three 
Sanborn  grandsons;  his  son  Nathaniel  Bachiler  later  located 
in  New  Hampshire.  The  group  including  friends  settled  at 
Saugus,  near  Boston.  Finding  that  his  congregation  did  not 
have  the  expected  freedom  of  worship  in  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony,  he  led  them  to  Cape  Cod  in  Plymouth  Colony;  but  as 
living  there  was  too  hard  they  went  to  the  north  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Bay  Colony  and  founded  the  settlement  of  Hamp¬ 
ton,  New  Hampshire.  Ultimately  the  Bay  Colony  reached 
out  to  that;  and  Rev.  Stephen  Bachiler  removed  to  Ports¬ 
mouth  and  finally  returned  to  England.  Among  contemporary 
comments  about  hirr*  his  personal  appearance  was  noted, 
a  tall  thin  man  with  large  features;  in  his  seventies  he 
walked  miles  through  the  wilderness  of  the  New  World.  The 
poet  Whittier  and  Daniel  Webster  were  proud  of  descent 
from  him.  Nathaniel  Bachiler,  the  Husseys  and  the  Sanborns 
remained  at  Hampton.  The  Wings  had  not  followed  him 

there  and  lived  on  Cape  Cod. 

The  Rev.  John  and  Deborah  Wing  had  as  children:  a 
daughter,  perhaps,  who  married  and  remained  in  England, 
and  four  sons:  JOHN,  Daniel,  and  Stephen,  who  went  with 
Deborah  from  Saugus  to  the  new  settlement  oi  Sandwich  on 
Cape  Cod  in  1637,  and  Matthew,  who  returned  to  England. 
Daniel  and  Stephen  Wing  remained  at  Sandwich;  but  John 
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moved  farther  east  to  newer  settlements,  such  as  Sautucket 
or  Yarmouth. 

III.  JOHN  WING  was  born  in  England,  about  1613;  his  death 
was  recorded  at  Yarmouth  on  Cape  Cod,  Mass.,  in  1699.  He 
was  associated  with  John  Dillingham  (a  brother-in-law  of 
Stephen  Wing)  in  acquiring  land  in  1670  at  a  new  settlement, 
Brewster.  The  town  records  of  several  towns  make  mention 
of  John  Wing's  public  activities  and  of  his  settlement  on  lands; 
nevertheless  the  family  name  of  John's  wife  ELIZABETH  is 
unknown.  No  immediate  descendant  bothered  to  record  it  for 
posterity,  which,  over  against  "the -treasuring -of  ancestral- 
traditions",  is  an  obverse  Wing  characteristic  of  "your- 
individual-worth-is  -more  -  important-  than -your  -inheritance  "- 
really  an  attitude  that  helped  build  the  classless  democracy  in 
the  New  World.  It  is  thought  that  John  Wing  did  not  marry  until 
1645;  late  in  life  he  married,  second,  Miriam  Deane.  The 
children  ofJohn  (3)  and  Elizabeth  Wing  were:  Ephraim(  1  645-49) ; 
Joseph;  ANANIAS;  Susannah(Mr s.  Parslow);  Oseah(Mrs.  Turner); 
and  John. 

IV.  ANANIAS  WING  was  born  at  Sandwich,  and  died  near  Sau- 
tucket,  Cape  Cod,  Aug. 30, 1718.  He  inherited  lands  and  acquired 
others.  Ananias  lived  in  the  time  of  King  Phillip's-  War,. and 
was  a  soldier  under  Capt.  John  Gorham  in  an  expedition  against 
the  Narragansett  Indians  in  1676.  The  family  name  of  Ananias's 
wife  HANNAH  is  also  not  surely  identified.  A  Wing  descendant 
has  given  the  name  Freeman;  but  L  H.  Stiner  has  not  found  a 
Hannah  Freeman  that  qualifies  as  to  age  and  unmarried  status  in 
the  early  histories  of  Cape  Cod  nor  in  town  records  of  vital 
statistics-  our  two  best  sources  of  information.  (E.  S.Stackpole 
in  his  History  of  Winthrop,  Maine,  gives  her  name  as  Hannah 
Wood.) 

Their  children  were:  Deborah  (Mrs.  Weekes)born  in  1687; 
Hannah  (Mrs.  Astin);  Elnathan;  Samuel;  Rachel(Mrs.  Fletcher); 
Elizabeth(Mr s.  Chapman);  John;  Mary  (Mrs.  Rogers);  and 
JOSEPH,  born  Sept.  17, 1707. 

V.  JOSEPH  WING,  born  Sept.  1 7, 1  707,  is  scarcely  mentioned 
in  town  records.  Whereas  his  father  and  grandfather  were 
engaged  in  tilling  the  land,  Joseph  went  to  the  south  coast  of 


Cape  Cod  and  married  into  a  family  that  attained  some  nautical 
fame.  He  was  married  on  Feb.  16, 1736  to  SUSANNAH  KENDRICK, 
who  was  born  April  13,1713,  daughter  of  EDWARD  KENDRICK 
and  his  second  wife  DEBORAH  TUCKER  Capt.John  Kendrick 
the  son  of  an  older  half-brother  of  Susannah,  was  probably  the 
first  American  commander  to  circumnavigate  the  globe-after 
he,  with  Capt.  Robt.Gray,  explored  the  Northwest  Pacific  coast 
of  North  America.  (Edward  Kendrick,  himself,  was  described 
as  a  weaver,  in  a  deed  for  purchase  of  land  from  the  Indians.) 

It  is  said  that  half  of  the  men  growing  up  on  Cape  Cod  had 
experience  at  sea  or  were  concerned  with  shipping  or  fishing 
in  some  way;  therefor  Joseph's  occupation  may  have  been 
connected  with  the  sea. 

The  children  of  Joseph  and  Susannah  Wing  were:  Deborah, 
who  died  as  an  infant;  ELNATHAN,  born  in  1739;  Deborah, (Mr s. 
J.  Hinkley);  and  Joseph. 

VI.  ELNATHAN  WING,  born  Oct. 4, 1739.  at  Harwich,  Mass., 
died  probably  in  Fayette,  Maine.  Elnathan  was  a  life-long 
sailor-except  for  an  interlude  during  the  Revolutionary  War 
when  shipping  had  been  greatly  disturbed  byfhewar.  He  and 
hi 8  son  Israel  enlisted  from  Eastham  on  Cape  Cod  in  Capt. 

I. Higgins' s  Company;  Col.  Thos.  Marshall's  Regiment,  and 
served  from  June^6  to  August  1,1776, and  from  August  1  to 
Oct.  31,1776,  during  Washington's  siege  of  Boston.  In  January 
1777  he  seems  to  have  been  in  another  regiment  at  Ticonderoga. 
(An  episode  happening  in  Haverhill  in  northern  Massachusetts 
about  a  year  after  the  Surrender  at  Yorktown  has  been  charged 
by  some  against  an  Elnathan  Wing,  although  it  ended  in  favor  of 
that  Elnathan- who  may  have  been  of  mistaken  identity  anyway.) 
Probably  about  the  close  of  the  War,  Elnathan  removed  his 
family  from  Cape  Cod  to  the  Province  of  Maine- -up  the  Kennebec 
River  to  Readfield;  but  he  returned  to  the  sea;  and  it  was  his  wife 
who  sought  and  bought  a  better  location  in  the  neighboring  town 
of  Fayette.  He  had  married  on  Nov. 6, 1760,  at  Harwich,  Mass., 
EXPERIENCE  ATWOOD,  who  was  born  Mar. 20, 1740,  at  Eastham, 
east  of  the  elbow  of  Cape  Cod,  the  fifth  of  the  seven  children  of 
ISRAEL  ATWOOD  and  his  wife  HANNAH.  Israel  was  "perhaps*1 
a  son  of  Stephen  Atwood  and  his  wife,  widow  Apphia  (Bangs) 
Knowles  of  Truro;  the  Atwoods  were  a  Plymouth  family  but 


i 
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not  Mayflower. 

The  children  of  Elnathan  and  Experience  were:  Israel(176l) 
Tamsin  (who  possibly  married  Joseph  Belcher);  Scotto,  of 
Wareham,  Mass;  Benjamin;  ICHABOD;  and  Joseph  (1771). 

VII.  ICHABOD  WING,  born  Oct. 18  (or  22), 1769,  on  Cape  Cod, 
died  May  16,1829,  in  Winthrop,  Maine.  He  had  fair  hair,  and 
blue  eyes.  In  1790  Ichabod  had  a  farm  of  his  own  in  Winthrop- 
The  Pond  Town(-ship)--between  Lake  Maranacook  and  East 
or  Carlton  Pond.  He  was  a  tithing-man  in  the  village  Congre¬ 
gational  Church;  at  times  he  owned  mills.  He  married  on 
Mar. 30, 1793,  ELIZABETH  PRESCOTT,  daughter  of  his 
neighbor  ODLIN  PRESCOTT  whose  father  HON.  BENJAMIN 
PRESCOTT  (1708-1789)  had  in  Kensington,  New  Hampshire, 
Revolutionary  War  service  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Safety  (1775-1781)  of  New  Hampshire  and  al  so  member  of 
the  Provincial  Congress.  (Prescott  line;  Elizabeth;  Odlin; 
Benjamin;  John;  James-the  colonial  immigrant,  1728;  James; 
jbhn;  Sir  John;  James.)  Elizabeth  Prescott,  mother  of  Ichabod's 
children,  was  born  Aug.  12,1773,  in  Kensington, New  Hampshire, 
and  died  in  1813  at  Winthrop,  Maine. 

In  1804  Ichabod  Wing  built  a  new  house,  which  later 
became  the  home  of  the  John  Odlin  Wing  family.  A  typical 
New  England  house,  it  had  two  chimneys  with  a  heating  fire¬ 
place  in  each  of  two  rooms  downstairs  and  two-  upstairs.  In 
the  kitchen,  in  the  low  part  of  the  house,  another  fireplace  was 
used  for  cooking  and  had  a  brick  oven  and  a  built-in  water 
heater.  Adjoining  the  kitchen  were  dining-room, three  bedrooms 
and  pantry;  then  towards  the  barn  off  a  connecting  passage  were 
wash-room  and  toilet,  woodshed,  carriage  house,  and 
slaughter  house.  Water  was  brought  from  a  spring  in  pipes 
made  of  wooden  logs,  to  cisterns  having  pumps.  Interior  wood¬ 
work  was  moulded;  and  there  were  built-in  cupboards.  There 
was  a  drain  lined  with  slate  rock.  (About  a  hundred  years 
later  the  house  was  remodeled  by  the  addition  of  upper  rooms 
to  the  low  part  and  to  the  rooms  toward  the  barn;  and  it 
became  a  summer  boarding  house,  called  Willowdalc  Farm.) 
After  Elizabeth's  death,  Ichabod  married  on  Dec.7,1815  widow 
Chriscinda  (Rice)  Stanley, who  had  four  sons  of  her  own.  After 
her  death  he  married  in  1826  widow  Cynthia  Kendall. 
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The  children  of  Ichabod  and  Elizabeth  (Prescott) 

Wing  were: 

1.  Lucy  Blake  Wing  (born  July  24,1793;  died  July  21,1883) 
married,  Feb.  1,1816,  Lewis  Rowe;  lived  as  neighbors  to  the 
Wing  home.  Their  children:  1)  Greenleaf  C.Rowe;  2)Sylvinia 
C.  Rowe,  who  married  Jas.  McKissack  of  Pulaski,  Tenn.  and 
had  six  children;  3)  Gorham  A.V.Rowe;  4)Samuel  A.C.  Rowe; 

5)  Mary  Olivia  Rowe;  6)  Frances  E.R.  Rowe,  who  married 
Tom  White  of  Winthrop  and  had  three  children;7)  Ichabod 
Franklin  Rowe,  who  went  early  to  San  Francisco,  Calif,,  and 
had  three  daughter s :Lillie  Luke;  Addie,  who  married  Dave 
Morrison,  a  mortician;  and  Frankie  Morgan  of  Oakland; 

8)  Frederick  D.  J.  V.  M.  Rowe ;  9)  Hannah  Ellen  Rowe,  who 
married  August  Fuller;  10)  Frasia  (or  Ada)  C.  (Rowe) 

Whipple  of  Ardmore,  Pa.,  with  three  children:  Harry  Whipple, 
Frances  Whipple,  and  Lucy  (Whipple)  Mayo. 

*  2.  Leafy  Wing  (born  Sept.  15,1795;  died  Jan. 24, 1884) 
married  on  Feb. 25, 1819  Cyrus  Weston,  older  brother  of 
Hannah  Weston  Wing,  and  lived  at  Belgrade,  Me.  Their  child- 
ren(who  were  double  cousins  of  those  of  John  O.  Wing)  were: 

1)  Llewllyn  B.  Weston  (went  to  Minnesota  and  died  there  leav¬ 
ing  a  daughter  Evelyn  and  three  sons:  Manly,  Will,  and  Edwin-- 
the  latter's  daughter  Lou  Evelyn  married  but  died  in  1947, 
the  last  of  the  family);  2)Ann  Clarinda  Weston  (went  to 
California  and  married  but  died  soon  without  issue);  3) 

Elethear  Augusta  Weston;  4)  Camilla  E.  Weston  (1829-1912) 
of  Pasadena,  Calif.,  who  collected  family  history;  5)Horatio 
Gates  Weston  (lived  in  the  mining  town  of  LaPorte,  Calif., 
then  from  1880  near  or  in  Los  Angeles,  left  two  daughters:

Their  two  children  were  :  Joseph  Powell  Weston  (born  May  10, 
1863,  died  June  27,1911)  who  married  Dec. 31, 1902,  Mertie 
Whitehouse,  and  as  children  had:Sam  Marshall  Weston(1904- 
1914),  Lee  Edwin  Weston  (1906-1923),  Von  Manley  Weston 
(born  Feb. 3, 1908,  married  in  1932  Beatrice  Libby  and  had 
Sarah  Jane  Weston,  1938,  and  Martha  Weston,  1 942),  and 
Iva  Mertelle  Weston,  born  1909,  married  in  1949  Francis  Gill. 
Marshall  and  Sarah's  second  child  was  Annie  Leafy  Weston 
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born  July  15,1865,  and  died  Nov.  13, 1943  at  Hallowell,  Maine) 
became  a  teacher  and  never  mar ried. Y) Vine  E.  Weston* 

3)  Betsey  Evelyn  Weston,  died  in  infancy. 

3.  Gorham  Alanson  Wing  (born  July  15,1798;  died  May  31, 
1854)  after  teaching,  studied  medicine  and  was  a  practicing 
physician  in  North  Carolina  and  Tennesseejunmarried. 

4.  Clarinda  Dummer  Wing  (born  Oct. 4, 1801;  died  Dec. 22, 
1893)  married.  Oct. 16, 1825,  Elijah  M.  Lancaster.  Lived  fin¬ 
ally  in  New  Jersey;  had  three  children;  1)  Everett  B. Lancaster 
who  had  a  son;  2)  A.  Maria  Lancaster,  who  died  at  18; 

3)  Melvina  G.  Lancaster  who  left  no  family, 

5.  Eliza  Payson  Wing  (born  Oct. 10, 1804;  died  June  16, 

1870  )  married  Joseph  Cummings  and  had  two  children:  1) 

Julia  (Cummings)  McFarland  of  Livermore  Falls, Me.  2) 
Marcellus  Vernon  Cummings,  who  after  working  in  factories 
settled  at  Grand  Island  Neb..,  where  he  farmed,  had  a.  machine 
shop,  and  invented  a  steam  tractor.  He  had  three  sons;  Bruce 
Curnmings,  Burdette  L0  Cummings  who  lived  in  AJbuquerque, 
N.M. ;  and  Walter  Millard  Cummings  of  Grand  Island,  Neb. 

•  6.  Betsey  R.  Wing  (born  Apr. 30, 1807;  died  Nov. 10, 1899) 
married  John  Abbott  and  lived  in  Readfield  and  BeJgrade,  Me. 
Had  two  children:  1)  Ann  Maria  (Abbott)  Stain  of  ZMt.  Vernon, 
Me. ,2)  George  Macomkea*  Abbott  who  lived  in  Belgrade  and 
left  one  son  Edward  Ellsworth  Abbott  (born  in  1861)  living 
in  Augusta,  Maine. 

7.  JOHN  ODLIN  WING  (born  in  1809,  died  in  1882) 

VIII.  JOHN  ODLIN  WING  (born  Nov.  13, 1809  at  Winthrop, Maine; 
died  Nov.  18,1882,  at  St  Albans,  Maine.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  buried  in  the  Old  Metcalf  Burying  Ground  of  Winthrop.) 
John  Odlin  Wing  inherited  the  Ichabod  Wing  home  at  Winthrop 
and  farmed  there  but  also  bought  and  sold  livestock  and 
butchered  meat  to  send  to  Boston, Mass.  At  the  time  of  Jessie's 
birth  he  had  a  store  in  Winthrop  Village  and  was  living  there. 

He  was  five  feet,  11  inches  tall  and  had  blue  eyes  and  black 
silky  hair;  his  black  beard  was  usually  worn  brushed  to  a 
point;  he  was  quick-motioned  and  athletic  and  could  out-jump 
bis  grandsons;  he  liked  to  dress  well  and  made  improvements 
about  the  farm  and  house;  he  bought  newly  invented  house- 
old  comforts  (like  a  movable-top  cook  stove)  and  got  for 
orchard  new  kinds  of  apples,  etc.  He  was  a  Whig  and  kept 


informed  of  national  news;  he  took  his  child’ren  to  see  events 
at  Augusta,  the  capital.  He  made  two  trips  into  the  South 
Central  States  before  the  Civil  War.  He  and  his  wife  often  had 
others  besides  the  family  living  in  the  home.  He  had  married 
on  Dec.  1  #  1  836, HANNAH  WESTON,  younger  sister  of  his  brother- 
in-law  Cyrus  Weston.  (Weston  line:  Hannah;  William;  Joseph-- 
settler  in  the  new  township  of  Canaan,  Maine,  in  1771,  and 
naving  Revolutionary  War  service  in  guiding  up  the  Kennebec 
River  Benedict  Arnold's  expedition  to  Montreal  during  the 
Revolution;  Stephen.,  of  Reading., Mass;  John;  John-immigrant 
from  England  in  L644.)Hannah  Weston  Wing  was  born  Nov. 29, 
1809,  at  Nor r idgewock,  Maine,  and  died  Nov  3,1880,  at  St. 
Albans,  Maine.  She  was  of  medium  height  and  had  fluffy  brown 
hair  and  brown  eyes  and  a  delicate  physique.  She  attended 
Bloomfield  Acadamy  and  then  taught  school,  and  was  always 
interested  in  the  education  of  those  around  her.  She  visited 
her  daughter  Jessie  in  California  for  two  years.  All  of  their 
three  children  'Went  to  California  to  live;  they  were:  GORHAM 
ALANSON  WING,  JESSIE  HELEN  (WING)  STINER,  and  ALICE 
MARIA  (WING)  TURNER.  Hardiness  and  length  of  life  had 
Deen  manifest  in  Ichabod  Wing's  family-  four  of  his  daughters 
lived  into  their  80's  or  90's.  John  Odlin  Wing's  children  also 
were  notable  for  longevity- -attributing  it  partly  to  their  youth 
in  the  strenuous  climate  of  Maine- -Gorham  A.  lived  82  years, 
Jessie  Helen  100  years,  and  Alice  M.  98  years. 

Note:  For  tracing  clearly  the  descendants  of  these  three, 
numbers  in  (  )  will  be  used  to  denote  the  generation  from 
Matthew  Wing  (1),  e.g.  Gorham  Alanson  Wing  (9);  his  son 
Elmer  Ellsworth  Wing  (10);  and  grandson  ClaytPn  Wing  (11). 

IX— 1.  GORHAM  ALANSON  WING  (9)  born  Feb. 26, 1839  at 
Winthrop,  Maine;  died  June  23,1921,  at  Cedarville,  California. 

He  was  married  on  Oct. 26, 1865  to  Mary  Sevey  Martin.  (Born 
at  St.  Albans,  Maine,  May  2,1847,  daughter  of  Alfred  Martin 
and  his  wife  Almena  who  was  born  of  a  Tague  family  but 
adopted  by  Carrs,  Mary  was  a  twin;  she  died  Jan. 17, 1898  at 
Loyal  ton,  California.)  Far  service  in  the  Civil  War,  Gorham 
A.  Wing  enlisted  on  Feb.  2,1864,  in  Company  I  of  the  First 
Regiment  of  Cavalry  of  the  Maine  Volunteers,  and  in  August 
was  transferred  to  Company  G^he  was  mustered  out  and 


honorably  discharged  op  August  1,1865.  He  was  described  in 
the  certificate  of  enlistment  as  -six  feet  tall,  light  complexion 
blue  eyes,  light  hair,  and  occupation  when  enlisted  a  farmer"

IX--2.  JESSIE  HELEN  WING  (9)  was  born  Dec. 20, 1841  in  Win- 
throp,  Maine,  and  died  Jan.  12,1942,  in  Porterville,  California; 
she  attributed  this  longevity  to  the  outdoor  exercise  that  her 
mother  required  her  to  take  in  the  stimulating  weather  in 
Maine.  But  she  also  had  the  ability  to  get  renewal  by  dropping 
to  sleep  immediately  when  she  lay  down  to  rest-  she  had 
done  what  she  could  at  her  tasks  and  that  was  enough  and  she 
did  not  worry  about  them,  although  she  had  had  concern  for 
them.  She  was  persistent  in  her  goal,  but  knew  how  to  bide 
her  time  for  the  opportunity  of  a  tactful  approach.  She  was 
tall  with  a  large  frame,  blond  in  complexion,  with  blue  eyes 
and  hair  that  was  golden  in  young  womanhood,  then  light 
brown  until  old  age.  Graduated  from  Kents  Hill  Seminary, 
Maine,  in  1868,  she  continued  teaching  school,  which  she  had 
begun  during  vacations.  In  1870  she  went  to  La  Porte,  Calif., 
to  the  home  of  her  cousin  H.G.  Weston,  and  taught  in  mining 
towns  and,  after  her  marriage,  in  rural  schools  in  the  moun¬ 
tain  valleys-  always  concerned  that  children  acquire  knowledge 
and  skill  and  the  ability  to  occupy  profitably  their  time  and 
enjoy  doing  so.  She  was  married  in  LaPorte,  on  Mar. 9.1874, 
to  Henry  Stiner  (1848-1921)  of  Sierra  Valley,  Plumas  County, 
son  of  a  California  pioneer  of  1853,  Jacob  Stiner  (1824-1909) 
from  Cardington,  Ohio,  (his  line:  William  Stiner,  Jacob  Steiner 
--a  German  immigrant  to  Maryland  about  1760)  and  his  wife 
Rachel  Dillingham  (1828-1911)  of  a  Quaker  line  (Sylvanus, 

John,  Joh*n,  Edward,  Edward,  Henry,  and  Edward-  one  of 
the  founders  of  Sandwich,  Mass.,  in  1637.  Henry  Stiner  was 
about  six  feet  tall,  with  blue  eyes  and  dark  wavy  hair,  and  an 
amiable  disposition;  he  enjoyed  the  world  of  nature;  he  was  a 
farmer  and  stock  raiser.  He  and  Jessie  were  Methodists  who 
entertained  the  preachers  and  kept  up  church  services.  They 
lived  briefly  in  Reno,  Nev.  They  removed  in  1883  from  Sierra 
Valley  to  Surprise  Valley  in  Modoc  County.  Besides  their 
five  children  usually  with  them  were  other  relatives  and 
often  other  children.
